Hildreth’s horse was tanked at mMe-oii as 
if it was all over lint the shout inn. 'file substitu- 
tion of Men try for lVvcrhii. who fell with Sir John 
in the preredint; race and was incapacitated from 
riding Stanley Kay. contributed materially to the 
Walker horse’s victory. The favorite was fouled 
repeatedly by Dnrciugtun. the early pacemaker, 
with Walsh up. and lieiuir generally messed about 
throughout tlie running, failed to get up at the 
end. Walsh was lined $HM> by the stewards for lib 
rough riding, while Guy Bums incurred the dis- 
pleasure of his employer to the extent of ladiig 
prolmldy barred from riding for the Hildreth stable 
in the future. Meelick has grown into a big. awk 
ward and long-striding horse, to which any sort of 
interference In a race would prove fatal, therefore 
plenty of excuses were properly forthcoming for tie 
strenuous brother to Tommy Burns. 

What seemed like a couple of serious accidents 
occurred during the running of the third race, when 
the horses. Sir John and Sake, ridden respectively 
1 v Ih-veriell and Borel. fell iust after passing the 
half-mile post. It was a bad-looking niixup. hut 
everyone escaped unhurt with the exception of jockey 
licvericli. who sustained slight scalp wounds. The 
accidenf to Sir John may have spoiled <me of the 
biggest coups of tlie season. The Philip J. Dwyer 
cast-off. which was backed from 25 to 1 to tens, 
coining to grief shortly after beginning a remark- 
able dosing sprint, and when running past the other 
horses as if they were standing still. 

Taidin was again conspicuous for brfflmnt horse- 
manship scoring with two— Gargantua and Madman 

both belonging to Ids employer. II. G. Itedweil. 
who is generally regarded as the “wizard” among 
local trainers. 

Harry Mack also scored a double-barreled success 
as an owner with Fancy and Mattie Mack. 

Next to Tapiiu, Men t iv was conspicuous in a 
loeke.v way. 

The general public failed to laud on a winner ttnlil 
in the last race, where Madman was backed alums' 
exclusively at odds-on. Outsiders won all down the 
card until this race. 

For tlie class of horses engaged the sport was 
surprisingly good, and an immense crowd was pres 
cut to enjoy it under perfect weather and track 
conditions. 

TapMu was lined $100 by tlie stewards for rough 
riding on Gargantua in the third race. 

Presiding Judge Frank Skinner of tlie coming 
Victoria meeting of sixty days, has announced that 
llichard Dwyer has been offered the position of 
starter and' that in the event of his declining the 
honor. Joe Weldier would probably lie appointed in 
his stead.

Miami was carrying 122 pounds and the filly had a 
feather. The work was very Impressive, and local 
trainers are now of tlie opinion that the sou of Count 
Schomberg will lie the contender for tlie big prize 
at Louisville. May 5. Ada Meade worked in 1 :10 
and Dr. Barkley iu 1:471. The best moves by two- 
year-olds were Ruby Nethcrsole’s three eighths in 
ottS and Toby Dee’s half in 4!»it. 

OLD-TIME CRACK RIDER DIES. 

New York. April 12. — William Hayward, for years 
one of the best-known jockeys of the American turf, 
died yesterday at his stock farm in Sussex. N. J.. 
after a short illness. Hayward, who was born in 
England in 1S44. rode for such well-known owners 
as Milton H. Sanford. August Belmont and A. J. 
Cassatt, and in 1 K02 crowned a career of thirty years 
iu the saddle by winning the Futurity on Morello.

April 12.- — Oliver Lee Bradley, 
brother-in-law of Colonel W. S. Barnes of tlie Mel- 
bourne Stud, anil for many years treasurer of tlie old 
American Turf Congress, (lied at Ills home in tills 
city this afternoon, aged sixty-eight. 

THOROUGHBREDS NEGLECTED AT HOME. 

Lexington. Ky.. April 12.— It was a noticeable 
fact that at tlie Annual Stallion Show at tlie fair 
grounds tiala.v there was not a thoroughbred sire on 
exhibition, all la-iug trotters and saddlers. 

HEADQUARTERS IN FRISCO MAINTAINED. 

The New California Jockey Club will maintain 
its office In tlie Colson building. Geary and Stock 
ton streets. San Francisco. Cal., just as if no legis- 
lation had la-cii enacted which Imperils t In- future 
of racing. Secretary Percy \Y. Treat will remain 
in charge t hrmigliuiit the summer. Tlie jockey clnli 
recently removed from its former location iu the 
M. A. Guust building to its present quarters. 



Louisville. Ky.. April 12. — Out at the Downs all 
of the old-time trainers — black and white — are iu the 
midst of their glory. Scores of stable kitchens are 
in full blast, with black cooks in charge and In the 
rurly morning the islor of bacon and eggs and hot 
coffee goes floating through the air. 

Tlie feature of the week was the arrival of the 
horses which had been training dining the winter at 
Montgomery Park, Memphis. Eleven stables were 
brought from the Bluff City on a record-breaking 
special last Tuesday morning. The run was made in 
eleven and one-half hours. To accomplish this a 
part of the distance was covered at tlie rate of a 
mile a minute. Eight Burton cars carried the 
racers, two cars were used for baggage anil tlie 
sleeper was occupied by owners J. B. Respcss. John 
W. May. I). T. Morris. F. B. Hespess, F. P. Wilson. 
James Evcrmau, W. M. Wallace, J. T. Weaver. A. 
Iatsance. J. R. Wainwrlglit. Fred Luzailer. J. S. 
Ward and others. The journey was without Inci- 
dent. Every horse shipped iu splendid! condition. 
The following day W. J. Young brought his nine- 
teen racers, including the Derby horses. Warfield 
and Direct. 

Wlntergreen. for the reason that lie is still 
quoted as top choice in the future laiok, attracts 
the most attention. His owner, J. B. Rcspcss, seems 
to take a delight in showing the colt and discussing 
his chances in tlie big race. There is no question 
uliout the colt being the most typical look itig Derby 
horse aeeu at Churchill Downs in a generation at 
least. The son of Dick Welles — Winter is a blood 
bay, of perfect conformation and so smoothly 
turned that to guess his height or weight is an im- 
possibility. He is one grand looker. 

Then* is hut one question in connection with the 
colt. Can lie travel the Derby route — a mile and a 
quarter — successfully '! As a two-year -old lie ran 
five-eighths of a mile at Latonia in lPtOi. which 
established a new record on that course, so his 
speed is beyond question. He is no work horse. 
Ilis >est trial at Montgomery Park was a mile in 
1:474. To get his best effort it is necessary to put 
blinkers on him and after that lie must he urged. 
11c is gentle, playful and tlie pride of Res|>css. who 
feels that iu his other Derby eligilde, Rockcastle, 
also a son of Dick Welles, he has the pacemaker for 
his Derby winner. This colt is at least three Inches 
taller than Wlntergreen. lmt lie lacks the all around 
development of his stablcumte. He is a free 
worker and has done a mile in 1:46J. 

Young’s Derby colts are handsome looking chest- 
nuts. Warfield is by Nasturtium— Detection and 
Direct is by Don de Oro — Broken. Warfield is 
close to sixteen bunds. While tlie belief is general 
that Young is partial to the chances of this colt, 
it is known by those on tlie inside that Direct is the 
one upon which he is pinning his faith. Warfield’s 
star trial was a mile in 1:441 on the Memphis track. 
He went the first quarter in :251 and tlie half in :50. 
There is nothing spectacular about his movements. 
One thing noticeable is that he goes faster the 
farther he goes. Iu the opinion of a good judge, who 
saw the horse work at Montgomery Park, he will 
develop into perhaps one of the best stayers in 
America. 

Direct is the liest looking horse owned by Young, 
and he has many of tills description. A few days 
ago this eolt was worked alongside of John W. 
Schorr's Gretna Green. Gretna Green was a stake 
winner, formerly the property of James It. Keene 
and at that time was a racer of real merit. With 
equal weight up Direct worked a mile in 1:44 j, de- 
feating Gretna Green by a neck. As Gretna Green 
is live years old. Direct was giving away much 
weight. 

Y'oung. it is understood, thinks that the horse he 
has to beat iu the Derby is J. N. Camden. Jr.’s. 
Miami, a bay eolt by Count Sehomberg — Rochelle II. 
This eolt is in. training under the care of Will Lewis 
at the Kentucky Association track at Lexington. 

Young's two-year-olds are ready for the races. 
A black maiden, which is a brother to Darknight, 
is believed to be the speediest horse among the 
youngsters in his barn. Darknight.. by the way. 
has not been worked more than a quarter for a 
long time, ami it appears that this one is being re- 
served for a late campaign. 

A bay eolt by Cesariou. and said to lie the best 
looker of Cesariou's get, is owned by Young and he 
is a real stepper. Worked alongside a chestnut eolt 
by Mesmerist, belonging to Young, tlie iviir went 
a quarter in* :23. urged. Both went the half in :51. 
They are lit to start at any time. 

There is some talk about Jack T. Weaver’s South 
eru Gold, a bay eolt by Gold Heels. By himself he 
worked a quarter iu :23&. Southern Gold has some 
of the rebel spirit in his make-up and when the 
time came to load him ou the train to he sent to 
Ixiuisville from Memphis, he manifested liis dis- 
pleasure over quitting Montgomery Park. Weaver, 
it is stated, lost several pounds of flesh before In- 
got the rarer on board. 

The liest stable of platers brought from Memphis 
belongs to J. S. Ward. From Louisville he shipped 
direct to Lexington. After racing there he will 
come to Churchill Downs. Ward owns Zipango, 
Itcfliicd. Debar, Edward L.. Thomas Calhoun and 
Mary W. 

John W. Slay brought Tom Dolan. Patriot and four 
two-year-olds from Memphis. These will be raced 
at Lexington and the Downs. 

Will Wallace has ltaru Avis. Lime Allen and 
seven two-year-olds. 

There is some doubt about T. M. Green sturiiiig in 
the Derby, but Ids owner. “Uncle Davy” Prewitt, 
who came from Ids home up in the state to see his 
eolt on Ills arrival from Memphis, questioned tlie 
right of the maker of the future book on the Derby 
to quote his eolt ns a long shot. However, it is a 
fact that T. M. Green was a victim of fever at 
Montgomery Park in February and at lids time lie 
docs not appear at Ids lies). Inasmuch as Ids

Maiilding for $150. and Ora Suddutli, 
which found a new owner in Frank Kessinger. who 
bought the mare to take tlie place of Boscrrian, 
which was claimed from him by E. .1.

T. Gwatliniey). and still later as manager 
of liis own stable of never less than fifteen cross 
country horses. Tompkins lias always been in tlie 
front rank of that class of sport aud expects to hold 
his own.

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sion a dealing from the discards In order to meet 
the demands of the players. That, however, mat- 
tered nothing, for they were all old friends: they 
knew eaeli other and with reason. We may dismiss, 
as they did. the idea of a crooked deal. 

After playing for some hours with the usual 
alternating fortunes Mr. Kenner picked up his hand 
and found there four kings and an ace — a practi- 
cally invincible hand in those days before the 
proclamation of tin* sequence Hush. Nothing could 
heat it but four aces and a king, and at first lie 
thought of standing pat. The betting began briskly, 
however, and after raising back a number of times 
it occurred to him to draw one card to “fool ’em.” 
as he put it. Some thousands of dollars were 
wagered on the deal, all sorts of “draws” were 
made, the discards were shuffled and an elderly 
sugar planter living near Donaldsouville “took two. 
After much high betting the show-down disclosed 
the fact that while Mr. Kenner has his four kings, 
the elderly sugar planter, with three aces at the 
outset, bad drawn Mr. Kenner’s discarded ace and 
so made four. 

Mr. Kenner never played poker after that. In 
1S69 he told the writer of this article that, he would 
not pursue a game susceptible to such extraordinary 
developments. He admitted that it could not occur 
again in a thousand years. The fact remained that 
it had occurred in his case, and that was enough for

UNCERTAINTY ATTENDING LATONIA RACING, 



To a certain extent there Is a string tied to the 
outlined program for Iaitonia's spring meeting. 
The dispute between the track and the racing com- 
mission is before the Court of Appeals, the racing 
people having gained a verdict in the Circuit Court 
of Kenton County, which pronounced the commission 
unconstitutional. If the decision of the highest 
court is to the same effect asi the lower court one 
can expect a great race meeting at Latonia. If 
adverse, then there will be a decided change. 
Should the track elect to go with the pari-mutuels 
there will be no stake races and no purses over $300 
on that basis a race meeting of two or throe weeks’ 
duration might be conducted without much of a loss. 

An effort has lieen made to make things mighty 
unploasant for the La Ionia people, who have. been 
heralded as Unrig everything under the sun except 
good citizens of the commonwealth. The Latonia 
Jockey Club really went along in a most dignitiod 
manlier, it sought by every means of reasoning to 
awaken the commission to the conditions that pre- 
vailed when a change of betting was asked for. 
The commission demurred and then the track went 
ahead according to law and asked for a court hear- 
ing. as Its license was revoked, and all of tills is 
provided for by the law creating the commission. 
It was no violation of the law for Latonia to go 
on with its meeting, at least not any more than the 
commission holding a session and giving out dates 
after it had been declared an ginvalid body. 

So all of this talk atiout sending militia, etc., is 
something of a joke. The Latonia Jockey Club will 
abide by the law. — Cincinnati Enquirer.

This 
by way of introduction and to account for Mr. Ken- 
ner. It has nothing to do with fhe poker story that 
follows, but is intended only to establish Mr. Ken- 
ner’s status and to illustrate his social place. 

In those lush days, the big sugar planters along 
“the upper coast”— meaning the river stretch from 
New Orleans up to Bayou Sara — were in the habit 
of going to New Oilcans every winter, putting up 
at the old St. Louis Hotel, spending the season of 
opera, etc., there and returning to their respective 
homes immediately after Mardl Gras. Upon these 
return trips a certain number of them played poker 
from the time the boat pulled out at the head of 
Canal street until they were deposited at their vari- 
ous landings. They would assemble according to 
their respective destinations, the lower dwellers here 
anil ttie further voyagers there, and so on. 

Thus it happened 'hat our friend Duncan F. Kenner 
fell in with his usual companions on that fatal 
night and the game began lie fore the boat passed 
Carrollton. There was no limit, of course, and eight 
were playing in thu game. This required on occa- 



WHY TURFMAN DISCARDED POKER. 



Perhaps the most extraordinary vicissitude that 
ever befell a poker player came the way of Duncan 
F. Kenner, of Louisiana, in 1859. or thereabouts. 
Mr. Kenner was a famous man iu that state. He 
lived then in Ascension Parish, and his lauding was 
about ninety miles aliove New Orleans. Ol' course, 
there were no railroads along the river in those 
days, so the sugar planters, like the cotton planters 
fut liter up. had to go aud return from “the city” 
by boat. Duncan F. Kenner was a very rich man 
for those days. Ue owned large plantations and 
many slaves, and he prospered mightily. Moreover, 
lie was a horse fancier, a breeder of thoroughbreds 
and a promoter of races on the old Metairie track 
at New Orleans. It may be remembered that he 
was the owner of the famous horse. Leeompte. which 
mice won a four-mile race against Lexington over 
the Metairie course. Lexington afterward beat the 
winner’s time, running alone, aud thereby estab- 
lished the four-mile record: hut Mr. Kenner’s horse, 
Leeompte, beat him iu the contest aud wou the
